Ind allo after as it longeth to his 
kuen chꝛyſten / that is in kulkyllynge of 5 dedeg of

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mercy / and almes dedes doynge of them that haue 
baboundaunce of tempoꝛall goodes. In euerp degree 
it is wꝛyten ſuffycpently as J hope / and therfore J 
haue lefte to ſpeke moze of this mater at this tyme / 
ſaue to make an ende accoꝛdynge to the begynnynge 
of the mater befoꝛe layd inp golpel of thele two ſyſters 
Martha and Mary by the Whiche ben vnderſtande 
ticle two lyues actyfe and cõtemplatpfe as it is ſayd. 
Fyꝛſte they that ben in actyfe lyke haue enſample in 
Mattha of that vertue that is ſoueraynly nedetull to 
them in all theyz dedes / that is charite / and kyꝛſt as 
to chemfelfe that they ben without deedly ſynne. For 
elles Jeſus Wyll not dwell in theyꝛ hous / ne atcepte 
theyꝛ ſeruyte. Allo as to other that they deme not / ne 
deſpyle other / the whiche perauenture done not fo ma 
ny vertuous dedes as to mannes ſyght as they done. 
Foz they map not knowe the pꝛeuy domes of our loꝛde 
Felu that accepted moze plealingly/and preferred the 
pꝛeup contemplacyon of Mary that fate at his fete in 
ſeplence / as the had ben pole, before all the grete belp 
leruyte of Martha / and that was forthe feruent lous 
that fhe had in contemplacyon of hym. And pet was 

the ſeruyte and the befpnes of Martha full pleaſynge 
to Jelu / and medekull to her as actyfe lpfe is good / but 
cõtemplat pte is better. And fo kerthermoꝛe it is to note 
that not withſtandynge the greate commendacyon of 
our loʒde Jeſu touchynge Mary and the preferrynge 
ol her parte. Martha grutched not ok her parte / but 
contynued forth in her maner of lyuynge / leruynge 
cuſtomablp to Jelſu and his dyſcyples as Johñ wyt⸗ 
neſſeth aller in his golpell / in token that hethat is tal⸗ 
led to god and ſtandeth in the ſtate of actyfe lyle holde 
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hym payed and grutche not / though contemplat ple 

lyle be cõmended before his eſtate. Ind how ſo euer it 

ſtandeth okthele two eſtates and degrees lyuynge god 

Wote all onely who ſhall be before an other in the blyſſe 

of heuen of thole perlones in thefe eſtates. And thus 

moche be layd as touchynge the parte ol Martha and 

of actyfe lyfe tokened by her. Ferthermoze touchynge 
cõtemplatpke lyfe/he that is in that ſtate bath enſam⸗ 

ple in Mary of thre thynges that nede louerapnly to 

that eſtate / that ben mekenes / pacyence and ſcylence.

Ok p whiche pꝛecyous oyntment p Nocte lauour 
fylled all the hous. Now let vs abyde her a whyle /e 
take hede inwardly of the forefapd notable popntes /c 
kyꝛſt how our loꝛde Jeſus wolde haue this fouper {pes 
cpally in that hous of the loꝛeſapd Symon that was 
a pharyſee / as it is fapd before / in whole hous that 
felfe Mary anopnted bpm With pꝛecyous oyntment / 
and with inwarde ſoꝛowe & bytter teres of contr cyon 
But now moze perfptlp with vnlpekable ioye and full 
{ete teres of deuocpon. And that knewe Well our loꝛd 
beloꝛe / and for that one ſuvll he choſe that plate at that 
tyme lpecyally for Mares lake / as we map reaſona⸗ 
bly luppoſe.Foʒ no doubte that ſhe loued ſpecially that 
plate / in the whiche he foude kyꝛſt that grete grace ol 
foꝛgyuenes of her grete lynnes as it is ſayd / and ſo it 
Was moꝛe lykyng to her there to do that excellent dede 
of deuocyon / ſhewynge her keruẽt loue to Jelu. Allo he 
wolde haue that ſouper in Symons hous knowynge

Lazare ag Johan ſpecpalip telleth. And lo we may fe

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rytable holpytalpte / Lasare by open woptnes of his 
true godhede / Martha by belp mynyſtrynge as below 
geth to true actyke lyłe / and Mary by feruent loue and 
deuoute woꝛſhyppynge as longeth to hygh cõtempla 
tpyle lyfe.

without faple agaynſt hym of the iewes. But our loꝛd 
god confoꝛtynge them agaynwarde / badde them not

¶ How our lowe Jeſu came to IJherulalem 
vpon palme londape. Ca.xxxvij. 
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He ſondaye after erly on the moꝛowe our Lorde 
AJetus diſpoled hym as he had lapd to go into 
Iherulalem in a newe maner and a ſtraunge 
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other wyle than euer he dyd beloze / but to fulfpil the 
pꝛophecye of sacharpe the pꝛophete ſayd to that puts 
poſe. And whan he with that lytell but bleſſed comps 
ny came to a platt in nyddes of waye that was cals 
led Bethfage / he lent two of his dyſcyples in to Jeru⸗ 
ſalem / and badde them bzynge to hym an ale and her 
fole that were tyed there in the comyn waye and oꝛdey 
ned to lerue pooꝛe men at they, nede p had no beeſtes 
of thep2 omnes And whan they were brought and the 
diſciples had layde theyz clothes vpon them /our loꝛde 
mekelp let hym kyꝛſt a lytell whyle vpon the aſſe / and 
after on the fole rydynge in that lymple aray tobe his 
Wape forth in to Jerulalem. O loꝛde what ſyght was 
this to le the kynge of all kynges / and lozde of all the 
Wolde ryde in luche aray / namely in to that ſolempne 
Cite oł Jerulalem. But ſothly this thou dydeſt as all 
thyne other dedes to our enfoꝛmacyon and enſample. 
Foz we may fe and vnderſtande that in this maner of 
Worldly woꝛſhyp takynge / thou delpyleſt fully all the 
pompe of vapne Woꝛldly wozſhyp / hauynge in ſtede 
of golden harneys and curpous fadels and bzydels / 
ſymple clothes & hempen halters. And whan the pros 
ple herde of his tomynge bycaufe ol that grete myꝛa⸗ 
tle that was publyſihed befoze of the reylynge ol La⸗ 
zare/they wente agaynſt hym and receyued hym as 
kynge with hympnes and fonges and greate iopes / 
pꝛedyng in his waye theyꝛ clothes and bzaunches of 
trees. But with this iope our loꝛde meued ſoꝛowe and 
Wepynge. Foz whan he tame nygh the Cite / he wepte 
ther vpon / ſeynge before the deſtruccpon therot that 
came alter / loꝛowynge for theyꝛ ghoſtly blyndnes.

on the deth ol Lazare the wꝛetchednes of mankynde /

tyme he wepte for the ghoſtly blyndnes ¢ vncũnynge 
of man as now at this tyme ot them that dwell in that 
Cite of Jheruſalem / that wolde not knowe the tyme

And of thele thre wepyngetpmes holp wꝛpte 
ſpebeth. Alſo holy chirche maketh mynde p he wepte 
the fourth tyme / andthat was Whan he Was a ponge 
chylde / and that wepynge was for to hyde fro the de⸗ 
uyls the miſterp cf his incarnacyon. Beholde we now 
our loꝛde Jeſus fo wepynge / and that not feynyngly 
but elfectually and largely with a ſozowfull herte/ſre 
cpally for thepꝛ dampnacpon without ende/ with the 
deſtructyon tempozallofthem ¢ of thepz Cite.

euen. And fo he e his diſtyples ſtandynge all the daye 
faſtynge after p grete wozſhyp before done / there was 
not one that Wolde bydde hym ones dꝛynke / Wherkoze 
at euen went with his diſtyples to his homely hoſtry 
in Bethany / goynge fo lymply through the Cite with 
that lytell company that came on the moꝛowe with fo 
grete woꝛſhyp. Bnd here map we conlyder that it is 
lytel to charge and lytel force of wozldly woꝛſhyp that 
is ſo ſoone done 8 lo lyghtly paſled awaye. But what 
iope trowe we that his mother and Mawdelepne and 
other true frendes had whan they ſawe hym lo woꝛ⸗ 
ſyyppedofr the people / and namely at nyght whan he 
Was come with his dylcyples lafe and in pꝛolperite to 
Bethany.

and his palſyon tyme was nygh at hande/ he trauay⸗ 

led belyly in pꝛechynge tech ynge openlp to p people / 
and lpet pallp in thele thꝛe dayes / that is to ſaye / fyꝛſt

The th pꝛde is the oꝛdynaunce and confecracpon 
of that pꝛetyous facrament of his bleſſed body. And 
the se ihe tBathe noble and fructuoug &rmon that he 
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made to his dyſcyples. Ok the whiche foure we Hall 
ſpeke and le by procefle and in oꝛdꝛe. Is to the fyꝛſte Pꝛima 
that is bodyly loͤuper we hall haue in mynde that Pe medita⸗ 
ter and Johũ at the byddynge of our loꝛde Jeſu went tio de ces 
into the Cite ot Iherulalem/to a frendeoktheyꝛs that na. 

dwelled in that parte of the Cite that was called moũt 
Spon / where there was a large hous on lofte ſtrewed 
and able for to make this fouper in. Ind fo after our 
loꝛde Jeſus With the other dyltyples entred in to the 
Cite /æ came to the foꝛeſayd place oꝛ hous onthethurl⸗ 
Dape towarde euen. Mow take here good hede and bes 
holde with all thy mynde that thou redeſt oz hereſt all 
thefe that folowe that ben tolde 02 ſpoken oz done / foz 
they ben full lykynge and ſterynge to grete deuocyon. 
02 in this pꝛoteſſe is the mooſt ſtrength and ghoſtly 
uyte of all the medytacyons that ben of the bleſſed

Ind than anone our loꝛde Jelus with the 
twelue apoſtles went vp / but Johũ alwap nexte hym 
and by his (poe is without departyng. Foz there Was 
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Mota de nonethatſotrulp s familyerly dꝛewe to hym a lolowed 
Johäne hym as he dyd. doz whan he was taben⸗ he kolowed 
ettange⸗ hym Whan other tledde / and Was pꝛelent at hig crucy 
liſta. kyeuge a at his deth / and after belefte hym not tyll all 
was done x he was buryed / c lo at this fouper he fate, 
nexte hym chough be Was ponger than other / what 
tyme that our lode Jelus with his. xi) apoſtles came 
by to the boꝛde where vpon they cholde ete / kyꝛſt ſtan⸗ 
dynge there aboute they deuoutip fapd graces /d akter 
he had blelled / they late downe all aboute p boꝛde / but 
Johan nexte Jelu / and that vpon the grounde as the 
Nota de maner was of olde men befoze/ but here we (hal vnder 
tabula in ſtande that p boꝛde was (quate as men luppole made 
cena. ol dpuerle boꝛdes iopned togyder Kas men fave that 
haue (een it at Rome in the chirche of Latranentis / it 
conteyneth in euery parte ofthe foure lquare /the (pace 
of two armes length / x lomwohat moze fo that in eue⸗ 
ry ſpdeokß ſquare boꝛde the diſcyples late as men ſup 


pole / though it were ſtraptly / our loꝛd Fetus in ſome 
angle / lo that they all myght reche into thempodes € 
eteok one dylſhe.

And as ſapnt Auſtyn lapth by Peter ben kygu⸗ 
rit Jelus red vnderſtande they ÿ ben in actyle lyle / x by Johñ 
Petro. thep that ben in cötemplatpfe / wherkoze we haue here 
doctryne and kygure / that he that ts contemplatple 
medleth hym not with foꝛeyn Woogldly dedes/ e alſo he 
that febetl not bengeatice without forth of p offences 
done to god / but is loꝛy within forth in his herte / tur⸗ 
neth hym onelp to god by deuoute prayer. And p moze 
fadly turnynge hym e dꝛawynge hym to god / cõömpt⸗ 
teth all thynge to his dilpolicpon 3 oꝛdynaũce/though 
it lo be that he that is cötemplatyke lomtyme goth out 
by zele ok god a profpte of mannes ſoule/as whan heis 
called therto.

Sodeynly keleth alſo ſhedde in to ß 
ſame body a iope ⁊ lykpnge that paſſeth without tom 
parplon the hygheſt lykynge that ony creature map 
haue oꝛ ele as by ape ol kynde in this lyle/thꝛough 
the Dobiche ope lykyng all the membꝛes of the body 
enklambed of fo delectable and topfull hete / that hym 
thynketh ſenlpble all the body as it were meltyng for 
iope / as Ware doth agaynſt the hote kyꝛe / fo ferkozth 
that the body myght not bere that excellent lykynge/ 
but that it ſholde btterly fayle/ne were the gracpous 
kepynge ⁊ luſteynynge of the toucher our loꝛde Jelu 
aboue kynde.

Foꝛ J am (ory in mpne exercyſe 
ol vertue / ſhewynge to myne enempes pacpence and 
charite / and they not amended / and fo my ſpiryte is in 
angupllhe within me / tmp herte greuouſſy dyſtrou⸗ 
bled / wherloꝛze bowe thyne eere to me / and take hede 

to the voyce or my pꝛaper. It lpked the father to ſende 
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me in to the Wolde for to make a (eth for the Monge 
that was done of man to vou / and anone at pour wyll 2 
and byddynge J was redy and layd. Loo J go / and Ueritatẽ 
fo thy ſothfaſtnes and thy heele J haue declared and tuam er 
ſhewed / and J euer pooze and in dpuerle trauaplles lalutare 
fro my youth doynge thy wyll / and all that thou haſt tuũ dixi. 
bydden me/ am now redy to fuifpll vtterly thele thyn⸗ 
ges that pet ben to be done and full ended. Thou feck 
kather the malyce that myne enemyes haue conlppꝛed 
agaynſt me/and how J haue euer done thole thynges 
that ben plealaunt to the / à done good and benefptes 
to them that hate me / and they agayn warde haue re⸗ 
warded me euyll for good / hate foꝛ my loue. And fo 
they haue cozrupte my dylcyple / and made hym theyꝛ 
leder to deſtroye me / and haue ſolde me / let my pꝛyce 
in thyꝛty pens. Good father J beleche the that thou Cranffer 
do awaye fro me this cuppe of ſoʒowe and bytter pals calicẽ iſtũ 
lyon / that is oꝛdeyned to me to dꝛynke. And elles be & me. 
thy Wyll fulkylled. But my dere father ryle vp in to 
my helpe a haſtethe to ſocour me at my nede. Foz be it 
fo father p they knowe me not thy ſothkaſtnes lone / ne⸗ 
uertheleſſe lythen J haue ladde amõge them a ryght⸗ 
Worle and innocent lyfe and alfo done to them many 
good dedes / they ſholde not be lo cruell and malycyous 
agapnſt me. Haue in mynde good father how haue Becoꝛda⸗ 
ſtande in thy lyght for to lpeke euer the good ok them. re ꝙ ſte⸗ 
But loo now they pelde euyll for good / and haue oꝛ⸗ terim in 
deyned the vyleſt deth for me / wher foze thou loꝛde that colpectu 
feet all thynge ryle in to my helpe and leue me not.

grete tribulacyon is now nygh / and there is none that Qin tri⸗ 
Weyl ⁊ may helpe but thou alone. And after this prayer bulatio ꝓ 
dur lozde Jelus turnynge agapne to his dyſcpples / xima ch. 
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wakened them / z confoꝛted them pet to pꝛaye. And ekt 
the letonde tyme / and the thyꝛdetyme turned agape 
to his prayer in dyuerſe places a lytell tro other / as 
in the Space of a ſtones caſt / lyghtiy without greate 
ſtrength / and contynued the fozelayd prayer tothe fa 
ther / addynge to and fapenge. Father ryghtwyſe vt 
it fo be that thou haſt oꝛdeyned and wylte in all ma⸗ 
ner that J luttre the deth vpon the croſſe / thy wyll be 
tultylled / but J recommende to the father my ſwete 
mother and my oplepples / the whiche J haue bepte 
vnto this tyme all the whyle J haue ben dwellpnge 
H. with them. And with this pꝛayer that pꝛecyous and 
holyeſt blode of his bleſled body / bꝛekynge out in ma⸗ 
ner of tweet dꝛopped downe vnto the erthe haboun⸗ 
dantly in that grete agony and harde batayle. Soth⸗ 
ly here is grete mater of ſoꝛowe and compatiyon that 
ought to ſtere the hardeſt herte that is inthis woꝛlde 
to haue in warde compaſſyon of that grete and ſoue⸗ 
rayne anguyſche that dur loꝛde Fetus ſuſtred in that 
tyme / and all was foz our ſabe.

lorde Fetus was in fo grete anguyſſhe of ſpiryte as 
Nota ton it is before ſayd. Loo the pꝛynte of goddes aungelles 
‘otatto: Mychaell ſtandynge by bpm conkoꝛted hym and layd 
nem an⸗ Heyle my loꝛde Jelus/ your deuoute pꝛaper and yous 
gell. blody lwect J haue otkced and ſhewed it vnto the ka⸗ 
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ther in lyght of all the bleſſed courte / and we all fale 
lynge do done before hym / haue beſought hym to put 
awape from vou this bytter dꝛynke of pour paſſyon. 
But the father anlwered and ſapd. My dere beloucd 
fone knoweth well that the redempeyon of mankyn⸗ 
de / the whiche we delpꝛe fo of our hygh charite may 
not be fulfylled and done foo conuenyently and rea⸗ 
lonably without ſhedynge ok his blode / wherloꝛe vf 
he wyll the heele of ſoules it behoueth hym to dye fog 
them.

Foz it 
is femely to hym that is in hygh degree / to do grete 
thynges and woꝛthy / and to hym that is a manfull 
man to luttre hardethynges. Foz thole thynges that 
ben harde and papnekull ſhall ſoone pale / and thole 
thynges that ben ioykull and gloꝛyous {hall come al⸗ 
ter / the father ſayth that he is and ſhall be euer with 
vou / and that he Hall kepe pour dere mother and pour 
dylepples at pour Wyll / ⁊ Hall pelde them lake agapne 
to you. Ind fo the meke lozde Jeſus tobe benygnelp 
this maner ot cõ loste / and that of his creature / conſp⸗

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this woꝛlde / and fo he was ſozowfull as man / and ſo 
he was conforted of the aungelles Wozdes 48 man / 
and fo he toke his leue ol hym /pꝛayenge hym to recõ⸗ 
mende hym to the kather / and all the courte ok heuen. 
And than this thyꝛde tyme he role bp fro his paper 
all his body blody / home thou may beholde with 
in warde compaſſyon how he wypeth his body/ oz cls.

Foz it is oe pten in the maner 
of cuſtome that dur loꝛde bled of his grete benpguite 
was / what tyme his dyſcyples Were lente foꝛthe / at 
they tomynge agapne foz to tecepuc them in a louely 
byſte / and therkoze that traptour went before and kyl⸗ 
led hym/as who lapth/ Jam not come with thele ar⸗ 
med men / but in maner as here before FZ Was Wonte 
at myne agapne comynge / and fayd. Haple mapſter. 
O very traptour / take now good hede to our loꝛde Je⸗ 
fus how pacyently ⁊ benygnely he vecepucd that falle 
fayned clepynge and traytoures kyſſe of that vnlelx 
dylcypie / whole kete he Waſlhed a lptell before ok hig 
dlouerapne mekenes / and fedde hym with that hygh 
pꝛecpyous meet of his owne bleſled body though his 
dnſpekable charite.

Ind alſo there they 
lefte with hym Come armed men to kepe hym for moze 
ſpkernes / the wWhiche all that nyght vexed hym in (coz 
nynges and ſhꝛewde woꝛdes / abzedgynge hym and 
repꝛoupnge in thele maner wozdes as We realonably 
map ſuppoſe.

Foz all thinge is pow 
ſyble to pou, he helpeth not hymlelke bycaule of pour 
obedyence / but bath in maner fozſaken hylelke / a made 
hym as feble vnmyghty amõge his enempes Moher 
fore mercytull father helpe bpm ⁊ delyuer hym me as 
gayn fro they handes / a gyue bp me agayn. By luche

Vol Jelu wente towarde the cattellof Emaus⸗ 
mournynge in maner of delpayze/talkynge 
togyder by the waye of that befell the frydaye beloꝛe / 
out loꝛde Felus came in maner of a pylgrym a felaw⸗ 
chypped with them /aſkyng thein queſtyons /a anlwe 
rynge and tellynge them ſwete woꝛdes of edikitatyon 
as the pꝛoceſſe of the golpell of Luke telleth playnly. 
And at the laſt bydde hym / dꝛawe € conſtrayne hym to 
entre to dwell with them / ſhewed hym to them was 
kno wen in the breed bꝛekynge. Here may we vnder⸗ 
Mande and fe the grete goodnes e the benignite of our 
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loꝛde Jeſu in many maners. Fyꝛſt he ſhewed his goons 
nes in that his feruent loue Wolde not luffre his belo⸗ 
ued dylcyples longe to erre and be loꝛy. Sothly he is 
à true krende /a cõfoꝛtable felowe / and a benygne loꝛde.

A finely illustrated edition of this important English translation 
which with the increasing popularity of religious books in the 
vernacular was in great demand. Several editions appeared, each 
of which is known by the existence of only one or two copies. Of 
the present edition there is no copy in the British Museum nor in 
any of the American libraries. 

Most of the woodcuts had already been used by de Worde in 
previous books and a number had been used by Caxton and came 
into de Worde’s possession when, after Caxton’s death in 1491, he 
succeeded to the business. 


There is no copy in the Bodleian, as cited by the S.T.C. 
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
